Class I Liquor License of Mulligans Inc, dba Mulligans, 5500 Old Cheney Road, Lincoln NE, should be, and the
same hereby is, suspended for a period of five (5) day(s), such suspension to commence at the closing hour of
business on the 6th day of June, 2010, and to continue until the opening hour of business on the 12th day of
June, 2010.

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that the notice of suspension shall be posted upon the premises, said
notice to remain posted throughout the term of said suspension.
